GREAT AID TO WEATHER MAN 


Finding of South Pole May Result in 
Long Time Forecasts. 


Chicago. March 8.— Long time weath­ 
er predictions, for 
which 
scientists 
have been studying for centuries, is a 
probable result of tile discovering of 
the South pole, according to Professor 
T. C. Chamberlain, head of the geol­ 
ogy department of the University of 
Chicago. 
“ A problem which has confronted 
tho scientific world from the earliest 
days is the m atter of long time weath­ 
er prediction.” said Professor Cham­ 
berlain. 
“ It may be seen readily that 
lf It becomes possible to predict the 
advent 
of 
storms 
accurately, 
and 
weeks in advance, It will be of im ­ 
mense commercial value to the world. 
“ Through the discovery of the na­ 
ture of the territory at tho South pole 
the wind movements and the general 
atmospheric conditions it w ill become 
possible to make a complete map of 
the wind movements over the face of 
the globe.”

“ After nearly 140 years of heroic 
endeavor the South pole has been dis 
covered.

tain Amundsen’s feat and the difflcul- J 
ties he had to surmount are not yet to 
hand, but the Chronicle has secured 
Captain Amundsen’s story and it w ill 
be cabled direct from Hobart.”

at The Hague tribunal.

Three years later Secretary Root— 
now Senator Root— negotiated about 
twenty-five arbitration treaties, which 
the senate ratified, but in each of 
those the advice and consent of the 
senate 
to arbitration 
was expressly 
provided for. 
Diplomats think the sit­ 
uations much alike. 
Ambassador Bryce did not comment; 
neither did Jules Jusserund, the am­ 
bassador from France. 
Senator Bacon and his colleagues, 
who forced the modification, declared 
that nothing had been lost in the cause 
of peace, because forty-five nations are 
now parties to The Hague convention, 
and they spoke having in mind also 
the treaties negotiated by Secretary 
Root. 
The final action came at the end of 
a long debate and following ballots on 
numerous amendments. 
The adminis- 
tation senators, though figuring on a 
close vote on the third clause and 
closely following the roll call, were 
surprised and confused by the result. 
Their view was that the elimination
